Chemaimis, April 14.— Owing to tbo 
sudden death of lion. Smith Curtis' 
mother at the family home in Eastern 
Canada the people of this district 'were 
deprived of the promised opportunity of 
hearing the Minister of Mince at the poli- 
tical meeting here to-night, but they 
heard the Premier iu an address quite in 
contrast to his Snanichtou delivery in that 
Mr. Martin seemed to take self nnd 
audience seriously and made un effort 
at. argument in support of his position. 
He emphasized his desire lor the choice 
of distinctly party candidates, pledged 
either for or against the enunciated policy 
of the government, and appealed for clear 
cut and definite issues as against what 
termed the curse of the past in pro- 
vincial affairs, namely, personal politics. 
In taking credit for the settlement of 
the eight-hour law, Hon. Mr. Martin held 
that the suggestion of the application of 
lie referendum in the originally prorog- 
ated platform had gone a long way to- 
ward inducing both the mine owners and 
miners to come to the recent final "and 
mutually sntisfnying settlement. 

In considering' the question of nation- 
alization of railways, the Premier con- 
tended that he only aimed to initiate u 
policy of business principle as against a 
fictitious capitalization policy of specu- 
lators, by which system multimillionaires 
were made "without the investment of n 
dollar of their own. lie referred parti- 
cularly to Lord Strnthconn, who had 
been enabled, he said, to send his 400 
men to South Africa, not by the proceeds 
of his own labor or applied energy, but 
by money that should have been in the 
pockets of the people of Canada. 

The only interruption of the evening 
occurred while lion. Mr. Martin was at 
this stage, Cupt. Clive Phillipps Wolley 
asking him to mention any man who had 
made better use of Ins possessions than 
lind Lord Strathcono, and pertinently 
inquiring if he (Martin) could assert that 
he had made as noble and patriotic use of 
his share of wealth as had the CP.lt: 
millionaire whom he sought to discredit 
even while admiration of his superb il- 
lustration of loyalty lired the hearts of 
all Canadians. Mr, Martin did not re- 
ply, but shirked the question in an ex- 
planatory apology that he had intended 
no reflection on Lord Strathconn, but 
merely condemnation of the system un- 
der which Ins millions had been honestly 
acquired. 

By the substitution of the state-owned 
railway system, the speaker claimed, 
every industry of the province would be 
intelligently developed, while even if the 
experimental road from Kootenny to the 
Const failed to pay from the first (though 
lie anticipated it would pay), the prov- 
ince could afford to have it lose and go 
on losing up to the rate of .$4,000 per 
mile, and still be in better position than 
under the old bonusing system, for the 
road would at all events remain an as- 
set of the province. 

Sir Wilfrid Luurier's letter which was 
introduced at the Snanichtou meeting, 
wan again brought forward as evidence 
of the friendliness of Ottawa, and Mr. 
Martin took occasion to deny that 
he had ever sought assistance or inter- 
ference from the federal Premier; he did 
not want it, he said, nnd thought if 
volunteered it would injure both Laurier 
and himself. 

He again asserted that the sum of the 
difference between himself and his feder- 
al party lender lay iu his insistence of 
the recognition of the right of the prov- 
ince to pass such legislation as that con- 
cerning Asiatic labor, which had been 
disallowed. This measure he not only 
proposed to re-enact, for the purpose of 
emphasising its necessity for the preser- 
vation of British Columbia to the Anglo- 
Saxon race; but if his government was 
returned one of its very first acts would 
be to send a minister to London, there 
to present to the home government the 
serious conditions here created through 
the unrestricted influx of Asiatic hordes, 
and should the issue come to the last ex- 
tremity lie felt that the British govern- 
ment would see iu the preservation of 
tiiis colony — strong in its British civili- 
zation and British population— a greater 
safeguard against all foreign menace 
than could bo obtained by any sacrifice 
for the friendship of Japan or other for- 
eign state. The principle that Britain's 
greatest strength exists in the united de- 
votion of her colonies, would be, lie 
thought, the principle prevailing in the 
end. 

On the subject of roads, trails and 
bridges, the Premier asked the electors to 
express at the polls their willingness to 
bear increased taxation in order that one 
million dollars might bo raised by special 
loan, for systematically constructed high- 
ways solidly built under most expert en- 



gineers, payment to be extended over 
fifty years, and the loan being expected 
to bear it per cent, with 2 per cent, ad- 
ditional for sinking fund. As for the 
necessary roads to mining properties, it 
would be the plan of the government to 
assume construction, assessing the cost 
proportionately among the interested 
owners. 

The Premier will hold no meeting at 
Xnnnimo on Monday, the political at- 
traction for that day in the Coal City be- 
ing a convention at which Air. Ralph 
Smith is to be proposed in nomination as 
the city candidate. Instead of speaking 
there Hon. Mr. Martin will tulk at Port 
Hnney, his itinerary then being Mission 
City, Tuesday; Lytton, Thursday; Ash- 
croft, Friday; Revolstoke, Saturday, and 
Nelson, Monday week. Afterwards he 
will pass on to meetings in East Koote- 
nay, Boundary, the Okanogan country, 
up the main line of the CP. It., and back 
to Golden, whence lie returns to Van- 
couver and the Lower Fraser, his final 
meetings in the campaign being held on 
Vancouver Island. 

No candidate in the government in- 
terest has yet presented himself in Cow- 
ichan district, although there are two in 
opposition.

London, April 14. — The Spectator, 
which so often voices government opin- 
ion, lias a lengthy and important edi- 
torial on the relations in the immediate 
future between America and Great 
Britain, during which it says, in part: 

"The British people will hnve to keep 
their tempers for the next few mouths 
when they consider American affairs. 
There are rather an old series 
of circumstances. It happens that the 
pivot of the next election will be the 
relations of the United iStntes and Great 
Britain, and of course iu the frenzy Of 
the campaign very hard things will be 
baid by Mr. Bryan and his supporters 
who will pass resolutions calling upon 
the government to intervene strongly in 
behalf of President Krugor, who either 
by instinct or craftiness, always appeals 
to them through the literature which they 
know best— the Old Testament. We 
shall have a shower of hard words from 
their side and there may be even a dif- 
ficult and perplexed argument to main- 
tain through Lord Pauncefote. Then, 
too, we shall not be very strenuously de- 
fended by the Republicans. President 
McKinley will persist in his policy and 
curry his parly with him, but still he is 
the Republican candidate for the presi- 
dency and cannot bear with the second 
term at stake to lose a vote. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, therefore, and the Republican 
lenders will do nothing to show them- 
selves friends of Great Britain. They 
will utter no plain protest against the 
chorus of ignorant reprobation, and will 
view with dismay any appearances on 
this side of any hearty wish for Repub- 
lican success. We must, however, pos- 
sess our souls in patience and receive 
American censure with that dogged stol- 
idity with which we are censuring the 
remainder of the world. The electoral 
campaign will come to an end and with 
it most of the attacks upon Grout Brit- 
ain. The better opinion iu the United 
States, including, we believe, a majority 
of the people, is upon the whole friendly 
to m and fully convinced that all the 
world over British and American inter- 
ests are the same. Neither nation de- 
sires anything except to trade in peace. 

"Of one thing we may be sure, the 
Americans will not caricature the Queen 
In the fiercest of. their electoral battles 
they will respect the aged lady who forty 
years ago was on their side in the civil 
war, and who now is the only monarch 
in Europe who watches their prosperity 
witli ungrudging pleasure and without' 
the idea that their growth, wealth nnd 
influence is a menace to the world." 

This article voices better than anything 
that has recently appeared the tone of 
sentiment towards America held by the 
British government officials, and by those 
who are seriously interested in the rela- 
tions of the two countries. 

The statement that the senate will not 
ratify the Hay-Pauncefote convention 
this year, lias created little comment. 
Those who maintain that England hrii 
given something for nothing In the Ni- 
caragua agreement express pleasure and 
hope that it will never be ratified, while 
those who supported the convention ac- 
cept the postponement of action as the 
most advisable step in view of the poli- 
tical conditions of the United States. 

The Saturday Review says: "Whether 
McKinlcy's attitude regarding South Af- 
rica will remain equally correct depends 
entirely, not on his sentiments towards 
us, but on the success of Lord Roberts." 



London, April If;. There has been ihe- 
tsuul Saturday night's news both from 
the war olllce and from other sources 
of information. The situation in its 
chief points is apparently unchanged. 

Natives report at Kimberley that Col. 
Douglass engaged the Boers near 
Zwartskop on Wednesday and succeed- 
ed in driving them back. The British 
casualties were slight. The enemy's 
progress southward has been effectively 
barred by the British occupation of 
Joneskopf on the left and Umbulwani 
on the right. 

The scouts have located the Boers in 
a strong position 11 miles north of the 
British forces at Bloenifontein. 

Lord Koberts hus strongly protested 
to President Kruger ugainst the treat- 
ment of prisoners' sick and wounded iu 
his hands, and lias formally demanded 
the observance of the Geneva conven- 
tion. 

A traveller recently arrived at Bloeni- 
fontein says that the Boers are working 
to persuade the Swnzis thnt the British 
cause is lost, and are seeking to in- 
gratiate themselves, hoping to secure a 
footing' in Swaziland in peace, or to 
seize hold of the country if necessary. 

A special despatch from Bloemfonteiu' 
dated April 14 says: "A patrol of Royal 
Irish witli whom was Lord Rosslyn has 
been captured. Lord Rosslyn has been 
sent to Kroonstadt." 

Ue Aar, April 14.— The main body of 
the Carnarvon field force, in command 
of Col. Parsons, including the CanadTuu 
Artillery and the Mounted Rilles, arriveuV 
here this morning, after a five weeks' 
march from Victoria road, by way of 
Kerihardt, a distance of more than 500 
miles. They encountered no active op- 
position. Col. Parsons pacified the dis- 
trict, which was previously in rebellion, 
and arrested the ringleaders. 

London, April 15. — A special from. 
Pretoria dated April 13 says: "Mrs.. 
Kruger on being interviewed snid that 
she' trusted God would soon stop the- 
merciless bloodshed, but that the repub- 
lic would be vigorously defended, even, 
if Pretoria were finally taken. She- 
added that she had had in the field 'Xi- 
grandsons, two of whom were killed, 
four sons, six sons-in-law and numerous, 
other relatives." 



CRONJE AT ST. HELENA. I 

Boer General Arrives in Good Health 
and Spirits — Received by the ) 
Governor. 

St. Helena, April 14.— General Cronje 
and his wife and three members of the- 
staff of the former Boer commandant,, 
who with other Boer prisoners arrived. ) 
here on the Niobe and Milwaukee April 
10, were landed to-day, accompanied by 
Col. Reefe. They were met by the Gov- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief of St. 
Helena, His Excellency Robert Stern- 
dale, and Mrs. Sterndalc at the castle, 
where the party remained for an hour, 
afterwards proceeding to Kent buildings. 

Gen. Cronje looks well and appears 
cheerful. The other Boer prisoners will 
disembark Monday. 

Capetown, April 14. — The transport 
Lake Erie, with upwards of SOO prison- 
ers, including French, German and Rus- 
sian members of the foreign legion cap- 
tured at Boshof, has sailed for St. 
Helena.

Loudon, April 1 l.-The critics of the 
iilteruoou papers eugcrly speculate on 
ihe possibilities of the Boer commands 
at Wepener being cut off.

GBBKTING TO GENERAL WHITE.

.I'euder of Lndysmitli. 

The greeting between husband and 
wife being over, Gen. White had 
undergo much handshaking and receiv- 
ing congratulations from personal 
friends before he reached the dock shed, 
where the municipal authorities present- 
ed him with an elaborately illuminated 
address of welcome. During the read- 
ing of the address the huge crowds in 
the vicinity seized every opportunity to 
hurrah, and the enthusiasm was in- 
describable. Gen. White was visibly 
moved at the warmth of his reception. 

In acknowledging the address, he re- 
ferred with admiration to his gallant 
garrison, every one of -whom, he said, 
from (Jen. Hunter to the brave trum- 
peter, had behaved magnificently." 

General White and Lady White after- 
ward proceeded to Netley. where the 
General will recuperate. Hundreds of 
congratulatory letters waited Sir George 
•on Ins arrival at Southampton, including 
one from Queen Victoria, making an in- 
quiry as to his health. The General and 
Mi*.

In- 
cidentally Mr. Sutherland is enjoying th 
open-handed hospitality of one of Vic- 
toria's most wide-awake merchants, Mr. 
John Piercy, aii old acquaintance. Yes 
terday was spent in driving throughout 
the city and environs ami getting a peep 
at some of the Queen City's most notable 
beauty spots. 

.Mr. Sutherland is perhaps one of the 
most experienced and important railway 
officials in the world. Glancing at that 
gentleman's business card handed to n 
Colonist representative at the Driard 
hotel last evening, it is seen that his du- 
ties consist in watching over the interests 
as European agent, of the West Shore 
railroad, the Filchburg, Central Vermont 
Canada Atlantic, Great Northern, North 
urn Pacific and National Despatch line, 
with otlices in London, Liverpool, Gl 
gow and Paris. 

The special object of Mr. Sutherland's 
visit to America and particularly British 
Columbia at this time is to look into the 
conditions on which business can be car- 
ried on between the two continents on a 
more equitable basis than has hitherto 
been the case. Thi.s is his first trip to 
the Coast, but he displays a remarkably 
accurate knowledge of the situation here 
from a railway standpoint, and the pos- 
sibilities of the future.

The collier St. Paul arrived yesterday 
morning from Kodiak, Alaska, and will 
leave to-day for Comox to take another 
load of coal for the far northern town. 
Among her passengers down was Loyal 
L. Wirt, of Cape Nome, the first man 
to come down this season from the new 
Eldorndo by the ocean route, and tin- 
last who left Nome to reach the "out- 
side." Mr. Wirt left Nome City on 
January 8 with the Alaska Commercial 
Company's mail, and had us u com- 
panion as far as Kodiak, where he 
found the St. Paul, Capt. Worth, the 
Alaska Exploration Company's mail 
carrier. The Captain took a steamer 
for Juneau, and should be down by one 
of the Alaskan liners shortly. They 
were 53 days in making the trip from 
Nome to Kodiak. travelling, hovyever, 
but 10 days, lit days being spent in rest- 
ing, and Mr. Wirt describes it as "an 
outing." It was very cold, of course, 
the thermometer at St. Michael regis- 
tering 40 below and running from that 
lo -JO below during tile trip, and on the 
Yukon a heavy snow storm was experi- 
enced which greatly retarded progress, 
but on the whole the weather was good 
and free from storm.*. With Ihe excep- 
tion of ten nights, when they slept quite 
comfortably in their sleeping bags, laid 
on a snow bank, the travellers got their 
night rests in Indian cabins. They had 
a good dog team and carried their own 
food, the stock being replenished five 
times en route. There is lots of game 
to be had, food for dogs is plentiful, and 
the Indians arc friendly and kind. 

The two mail carriers travelled by 
what is known as the Katmei route, 
which Mr. Wirt says is the most practi- 
cal winter route to Nome and fully a 
thousand miles shorter than the one via 
Dawson and Skagway. They went from 
Nome to Si. Michael, thence to Aiidra- 
oefsky, from where they made a three 
days' trip to Kuskokwin river, which 
they followed to Bristol Bay, nn arm 
of Retiring Sea. From there the route 
continues to Nuskngak, thence across 
the peninsular range of mountains, 
which is on the mainland opposite 
Kodiak. They reached the latter placi 
on March 2. 

Mr. Wirt erected a hospital at Nona 
and a busy season he had of it during 
the winter. There were 300 cases 
typhoid in the city during the winter and 
125 were treated at the hospital. In all 
.'III people died of the disease, which was 
nol of a virulent nature. This sickness 
and the shortness of fuel, beach wood, 
and poor beach wood at that, selling for 
!?-IO a cord, were the only things the peo- 
ple had lo complain of. There is lots 
of food and everybody is comfortable, 
the lew tents being double ones and 
Ullito warm. 

There were 3,000 people in Nome on 
•la unary 1. but many were coming in 
from Dawson ami Kotzebue Sound. 
Those from Dawson had very hard trips, 
ami at Si. Michael Mr. Win heard that 
man/ had perished, although this could 
not lie confirmed. All the ground within 
lull miles of Nome has been staked, but 
I here is lot* of country outside that rad- 
ius that will amply repay Ihe prospector. 
.Many new strikes have been made and 
are apparently very rich. There was 
lit lie work done during the winter on 
account of the scarcity of fuel and thaw- 
ing machines. A few boilers were taken 
from steamers and launches and in this 
way several beach claims were worked 
with considerable success. The report 
thai prospectors hail returned from Si- 
beria with an account of fabulously rich 
ground on ihe far side of Behring Sea, 
Mr. Wirt said was absolutely false. A 
party left for Siberia a few days before 
In- started, but none had returned. 

Asked as to the prospects of the steam- 
ers which have already started reaching 
Nome, Mr. Wirt said that would be im- 
possible until dune 15. However, there 
is open water at the head of Norton Bay, 
100 miles east of Nome and by May pas- 
sengers might be landed within 00 miles 
of t he city. Bui the wedge of ice be- 
tween the Cape and Sledge Island will 
not. jro out until at least six weeks later. 

At Katmei Mr. Lindbolm, one of the 
discoverers of Anvil Creek, and the rich- 
est of the Nome millionaires, was met 
with a parly hound for the mines and at 
Kodiak was the steamer Golden Gate 
with United States post office inspec- 
tor Wilcox on hoard, lie is to report 
on the feasibility of the Katmei route 
for mail. Mr. Wirt supplied him with 
maiis and oilier information.

Analytical Treatise on the Great 
Musical Production Now 
Before the Public. 



Compiled From the Writings of 
Celebrities In Musical 
World. 



Tlii- first part of the wntorio reyra- 
■s-.'iit* the prophecy ami the advent ; of 
the .^Messiah, and specuSution umy prefix 
to 'this tin- condition of toon's mintbi'mnd 
hearts before the Stossianic promise. 
'The lust surmise U.venturcd with refer- 
ence to tlu> overture, 'which perhaps owes 
its character to the solemnity ef the 
subject it introduces, but perhaps silsn to 
the imrpii.se of depicting the sins and 
the sorrows of mankind in the grandly 
pathetic adagio and in the energetic and 
most grave Fugtee. Other of Vw auth- 
or's overtures comprise a movement i" 
the fugal style, so far as this is fulfilled 
by the successive entry of the parts 
with subject anil answer; but none save 
this contains a fully developed composi- 
tion of the chtss, and its present applica- 
tion may be 'referred to the severity 
with which Hrfvlel approached his 
sacred theme, A - graceful minuet 
i xists, which is believed to have been 
tin' final movement of this overture, in 
dgroomcnt with the French model 
whereon the most of Handel's over- 
tures arc -termed, which ends with some 
kind of dan go, after a slow introduction 
and a movement more or less fugal; bat 
the leaves 'on which the minuet may 
have been vwritten, asuilso a portion of 
the preceding movement and the begin- 
ning of the next piece have been torn 
out of the autograph. That conven- 
tional form had to give way to neces- 
sary decorum, may fully account for the 
withdrawal of a piece t named and styled 
after a "dance, from the musical epic 
which ^vu-k to embody 'the purpose and 
the -working of Christianity. 

The "" recitative .tccompanied " of 
Handel 'often corresponds more closely 
with ike "' arioso of Basil and some 
other writers, than with the free de- 
clamation that is acceptedly defined as 
'* recitative," so the comforting words 
that foretell the advent, though set to 
music which is not a rhythmical melody, 
must yet lie sung in time, until the very 
last sentence, to which only the freedom 
of recitative is given. The grandeur 
of the '..prophets' tone melts into sweet- 
ness When • describing in the ensuing air 
tlic [promised 'reign of pence. In the 
-Tntogruph the 'bar for two violins in 
thirds which precedes the final bar of 
the prelude is repeated, so that the 
phrase extends to throe instead of two 
liars, mnVl -the same is the case in the 
idirnse 'that immediately anticipates 
this; the extra bar is omitted in all 
Ta inted copies. The chorus " Glory of 
the Lord," lias always been misrepre- 
sented 'in -print by the repetition of the 
note to the -second syllable of "Glory," 
instead of merging this syllable into 
the ensuing "of," as Handel wrote 
throughout the entire piece, making 
•"g'lo-ry of -the" as we always say 
"" ina-ny a - time " and other successive 
words that end ami begin respectively 
with a vowel; the elision is required in 
■other European languages, is common in 
English 'Versification, and is necessitated 
ni this '. instance by the duplication of 
the vocal melody in the instrumental 
parts; in the present edition the phrase 
is given as it stands in the autograph. 
In (he ' bass i recitative, "Thus said the 
Lord." is exemplified the imperfect nota- 
tion prevalent in Handel's time. Dr. 
Crotch arid Sir George Smart, from feel- 
ing of love and sense of duty, took every 
accessible means, through reference to 
contemporaries of the composer, to 
verify the intention as to some passages 
of which the rendering was doubtful? 
the authority of these men and the in- 
ternal musical evidence confirm the 
■statement '.here offered. In Handel's 
time it was not customary to place n 
<!<>t after a rest, for the want of which 
the composer frequently wrote a quaver 
1o precede a dotted quaver and a semi- 
quaver, when he meant the first note to 
lie hut a semi-quaver; countless in- 
stances of this inaccuracy occur 
throughout his works, hut it is fully 
illustrated in ithe one before us, in the 
first movement of the chorus, " Surely 
He Hath Borne' Our Griefs," and again 
in therftir, "The trumpet shall sound." 
In all of these the present edition has 
tlit .notation of our own time, represent- 
ing what was meant instead of what 
wafl written. The text of " Who may 
abide His coming " was originally set 
for a buss voice- to an air in % time, be- 
ginning 'like, the lirst bar of the present 
son^r, hut unlike the latter in the sequel, 
especially in having no changes of 
movement. Harfdel may have felt tin: 
piece to 'be weak, for lie replaced it at 
the Dltblin performance witli a setting 
of the same words as speaking recitative, 
also for Miuss voice. The present most 
superb air for contralto voice is supposed 
to have 'been written for the reproduc- 
tion of the work in '1745, and to have 
been then sung by Airs. Cibbor, the sis- 
ter of Dr. Arne. "And He' shitll 
purify" in 'the expansion of an Italian 
duet. " E ,\iti tier la vita," already 
noticed. A brief speaking recitative, 
" Behold a Virgin," and the ensuing air, 
" O. Thou that tellest," were written for 
mi alto or •counter-tenor, the highest 
male voice, tns distinguished from the 
contralto, or lowest female voice, which 
(•Mends over the same compass hut 
differs in effect from the other in hav- 
ing a grave quality, whereas that has 
an acute. ;The former is less and the 
latter far more cultivated in our days 
than in the past: and consequently this 
song and others, to he noticed in turn, 
ure now generally -assigned to a female 
instead of a mule singer, and, apart 
from the consideration of which voice 
may have the more beautiful tone, no 
doubt can be that the character of the 
music :s materially affected by the 
change. The same remark applies to 
the alto part in all the choruses, which 
as now performed has not the piercing 
quality for whicli it was designed. Tlie 
recitative and oiiy. '" j'or bejiold " and air 
" The people who walked in darkness," 
constitute one of those tone pictures in 
which Handel's genius peculiarly ex- 
celled; we receive through the ear an 
image as obvious as could lie presented 
to the visual organ: we feel the darkness 
that is described, and imagination, 
stimulated by the music, populates this 
<|arktie>:s with an errant multitude, 
striving all for the glorious attainment 
i f 'ight, Handel's accompaniment of 
the air U almost unoxceptionally in 
unison, tu which Mozart has added har- 
monics of most delicious sweetness, and 
their charm makes one willingly accept 
the total change and perhaps perversion 
of expression they induce. Tlie softly 
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subdued sound 'of wind instruments is 
Impossible «>f imitation on the piano- 
forte, and -so, to play the beautiful 
added chords lieavily, encumbers the 
voice and 'obscures the part which in 
the orchestra is ever prominent, and for 
this reason Mozart's additions are not 
given in the present- arrangement. 
Mozart assigns tlie opening of the 
churns, "'"For unto us a child is horn," 
to solo voices, for which Handel gives 
no authority; tlie piece is the amplifica- 
tion of a duet, beginning " Xo di vol viro 
tidarmi." Tlie pastoral symphony is 
founded not avowedly on an air played 
by flie pifferari who throng the streets 
of 'Rome in the season of tlie nativity, 
and liffer this musical homage at tlie 
shrine of the nativity. The last two 
sections of "There were shepherds'" 
were first set by Handel as an air, a 
treatment strangely inconsistent with the 
situation, since rhythmical melody can 
ill represent a descriptive narrative, and 
we may well rejoice at the happy 
change which has been made. Many 
a musician has shared with Handel the 
idea of contrasting tlie glory and tlie 
peace described in tlie angelic hymn, 
" Glory to God," by the alternation of 
high and low voices, hut the natural 
freshness of the example before ns 
silences comparison. It is usual, in 
print and performance, to ignore tlie 
obvious intention in this piece of repre- 
senting the gradual approach of the 
Angelic Host and their subsequent de- 
parture. The air, " Rejoice greatly," 
is a most happy substitution for a set- 
ting in 12-8 time, that has mainly notes 
of the same pitch as, hut different 
length from, the present, and the altera- 
tion refines what was, to say the least, 
trivial into a grand expression io'f 
exuberant joy. "He shall feed His 
tloel; " was originally written through- 
out in the same key of B flat, being 
practically a ballad of two verses, or 'the 
repetition of concisely rhythmical music 
to different words. Handel transposed 
the first verse with the foregoing reci- 
tative into F to suit a contralto, and 
the variety thus induced enhances the 
charm of both verses. "His yoke is 
easy " is extended from u duet, " Quel 
fior eh' all alba ride." 

In '.he second part are displayed the 
Divine passion and glorification, tlie 
spread of the gospel, the overthrow of 
the enemies of Christianity, and the uni- 
versal reign of the Messiah. The chorus 
"Behold the Lamb of God" is solemn, 
but nut pathetic, bespeaking the grnvitv 
hut. not the grief of the matter to which 
it is the prologue. "He was despised" 
is one of the examples, not rare with 
Handel, of the capability of the major 
key to express deepest and keenest sor- 
row; and the chromatic passage that oc- 
curs thrice ii. the course of the piece ac- 
quires greatest intensity from the ex- 
treme simplicity of the context. It is 
wonderful that Mozart, -whose sense of 
poetic beauty was of the very highest, 
can have overlooked the voice part, 
which tells more of heart-sickness than 
could any uttered sounds, just ns the 
statue, with its face buried in its hands, 
was judged to be the best .personification 
of grief, and yet Mossart— -the-divine Mo- 
zart—filled up the resits for voice and 
instruments with four iterations of a 
chord. Tlie greatest choral number, 
though not the most brilliant nor tlie 
most deservedly popular, is "Surely lie 
lias borne our griefs." "All we" like 
sheep" is a twofold picture that repre- 
sents tiie wandering of a large llock al- 
ways in accordance with each other, and 
also the sweet allurements that tempt 
humanity to err while hiding the conse- 
quences of error; it was adapted from a 
duet "Altra volta, iacatennrmi," us has 
been told above. Finally, the master's 
mighty power of perception is evinced in 
the one enunciation of the words begin- 
ning "And the Lord hath laid. on Him," 
distinguished from tlie many repetitions 
throughout the preceding movements, 
whereby this phrase is .made more im- 
pressive than all the foregoing. Tlie 
brevity of "All they that see Him" is 
the sole hound to its declamatory merit. 
The choral fugue "He trusted in God" 
is u masterpiece of speaking to a tune; 
its life-like, dramatic rendering of the 
words could not he surpassed by the 
most forcible elocution, scorn never had 
more vital expression and the multi- 
tudinous effect resulting from the fugal 
treatment magnifies the force of the first 
enunciation. Tlie nevt series of move- 
ments for tenors and sopranos, consti- 
tutes what modern writers would have 
defined as a scena, or those earlier than 
Handel as a cantata, being an alterna- 
tion of recitative or rhythm for two 
voices. It tells, lirst of the Divine agony 
upon which a gleam of tenderness gradu- 
ally breaks, and then with tranquil joy | 



an expression quite unlike that of the two 
foregoing pieces; Mozart's addition 
this air enhances the effect of the original, 
hut would so increase the difficulty of a 
pianoforte transcription as to render it 
little available for general use. The 
great Hallelujah chorus finds its com- 
mentary in the enthusiasm to which it 
excites every executant and every listen 
er; to describe its beauties is as inipos 
sihle as to put sunshine into words oi 
to analyze the pulsations of a generous 
heart. The repetitions of the lirst word 
by voices above and below those which 
grandly enunciate the stirring passages 
of the text with their adamantine unisi 
cal setting, the imitative treatment of the 
phrase "And He shall reigu," the mo- 
mentary repose at "The kingdom of this 
world," and the wonderful sequence on 
"King of Kings" witli its still more am 
azing interruption, would all stand in the 
memory as dazzling points were they not 
merged in the completeness of the whol 
ami massed in its magnificent unity. 

The third part delineates the second ad- 
vent, the resurrection of the dead, the 
deliverance of humanity from sin and 
death, and the heavenly rejoicing of the 
redeemed. The air, "I know that my 
Uudeemer" is worthily a favorite, hut is 
wontedly misrepresented in performance 
by being sung too slowly, even for the 
physical means of the vocalist as much 
lis for the just expression of the text and 
the musical character; this perhaps re- 
sults from misapprehension of the pre- 
fixed term "larghetto" that is employed 
elsewhere in the oratorio us much as here 
to signify largeness of manner and not 
slowness, far less drawling of the time. 
Tlie profession of faith is made with 
cheerful confidence and this is relieved 
by tlie reposeful figure of the accom- 
paniment suggested seemingly by the 
word "sleep" in token of happy trust; a 
.chromatic point at "the first fruit" lias 
singular beauty. The following four 
movements comprised in "Since by man' 1 
seem to have been necessarily cast into 
the alternation of slow and quick, soft 
and loud, by the prompting of the text; 
the concise treatment of the whole series 
is. pertinent. The custom dates from far 
before remembrance, though there be no 
such direction in MS. or print, to assign 
the lirst and third portions to solo voices. 
It seems strange that to these two move- 
ments, which were designed to be sung 
without accompaniments, Mozart added 
part for trombones, for which instrument 
lie wrote nothing else throughout the 
work, save only in the adagio of the 
overture; possibly, some use may have 
prevailed in his time of duplicating al- 
ways the lower choral voice parts by 
trombones, but nothing appears to prove 
its application to other pieces in Mes- 
siah. 

The recitative of "For, behold hel" 
is characteristically impressive; hut the 
air "The trumpet shall sound," is the 
one piece in the oratorio wherein poetical 
rendering of the text has been sacrificed 
to instrumental display. No fancy could 
ever suppose that the awful summons 
on the day of judgment was foreshadow- 
ed in the graceful (lutings assigned here 
to the solo trumpet, the performance on 
whicli, however meritorious and however 
pleasing, represents tlie skill of the exe- 
cutant, but not the subject to be illus- 
trated. The treatment of the instrument 
Which was general in Handel's time had 
passed in desuetude in Germany when 
Mozart lived, and he therefore re-scored 
tiie present number so as to transfer the 
florid passages from the trumpet to in- 
struments on which they are more easily 
practicable, and consequently his accom- 
paniments to the present song are never 
used in England, where for the sake of 
ii and other Handcliun pieces, trumpet- 
ers preserve much of the elsewhere ob- 
solete flexibility of lip that is indispens- 
able for such parts. The second part of 
the air — wherein is nothing for the 
trumpet — is always omitted and its res- 
toration could scarcely be welcome. The 
application of the term sublime to the 
music of Handel was never juster than 
in reference to tlie chorus "Worthy is 
the Lamb," on the composition of which 
he appears to have spent more than 
usual care, and the result amply repays 
the labor. The first sentence is set with 
amazing grandeur, this is varied, but not 
lessed by the quicker speed of the ensu- 
ing section wherein the words are enun- 
ciated with such cutting distinctness as 
though the notes and they had been a 
single conception and could never be 
severed. The Amen is a combination of 
genius and mastery that cannot be sur- 
passed, and the clearness of heaven's 
own light shines through all its intri- 
cacies; the cessation of the choral har- 
mony ' when the violins are left alone 
has an effect -of brilliancy that no other 
mennscan produce and the resumption of

THE WAR. 

Major-Generul Cairington has started 
for Heirn. whence he will make his way 
across Portuguese territory into 
lthodesta. Rhodesia is about 1.S00 
miles from the Cape, and the distance 
from the coast to the railway at Salis- 
bury is fully 300 miles, so that Carring- 
ton has a long journey abend before he 
can be in a position to advance against 
the enemy. If his objective point is 
Mafeking the garrison will require to 
■exercise a good deal of patience if he is 
to relieve them. Canadians will have a 
special interest in this expedition, on 
account of "C" Battery of the second 
contingent being ordered to Ithodesia. 
' Gen. Roberts seems to appreciate the 
fitness of Canadians for hard work. 

It is now alleged that Lord Methuen's 
objective point at. present is Hoopstadt, 
but this is hardly consistent with the 
reported cannonading at Bultfontein, nor 
with the telegraphed statement that he 
was 10 miles east of Bo:;hof. Hoop- 
stadt is north of Bosbof. If Mothueu 
is advancing in that direction his object 
anay be to cut off the communications 
or the enemy's force now at Fourteen 
Streams. To do this he would have to 
cross the Vual river and thus invade the 
Transvaal. As we are not told how 
far his column has advanced from 
Bosbof, we cannot tell how long it may 
take him to reach Hoopstadt, but the 
•distance between the two towns is about 
70 miles. Hoopstadt lies due west of 
Kroonstadt and is about 85 miles from 
thai town. If Methuen is moving in 
the direction suggested and not on Bult- 
fontein. he will not lie able to co-operate 
villi Roberts by moving on the enemy's 
right simultaneously with the general 
advance in front. 

If our forces are advancing to the 
relief of Wepenor from three directions, 
as reported, the Boer command now sur- 
rounding that town can hardly escape. 
The Dewetsdorp, Peddcrbarg and 
Kouxville columns are not very far 
away. The lines of their advance, us 
indicated in the despatches, leave a way 
•open to the enemy to retreat to the 
southwest, but as this would take them 
towards Springfontein, where Gen. Run- 
dell's division is. they would not be 
.much better off. 

Our explanation, given yesterday 
morning, of Buller's inactivity seems to 
iie that adopted by the British military 
critics, according to yesterday after- 
noon's despatches. The position of the 
enemy in the Biggarsberg range is so 
strong that to drive them out would he 
attended by a loss quite out of keeping 
with the advantage to be gained. 



I"-' ' HOSPITAL WORK. 

One of the most pleasing features of 
social life at the present lime is the great 
interest taken by women in hospital work 
it has been particularly marked in con- 
nection with the South African war, al- 
though it was very strongly manifest 
during the war between the United State; 
and^ Spain. Indeed a lively interest in 
the alleviation of the trials and sufferii 
•of the sick is coming to be a nort of hall 
mark of true gentility. We should he 
corry to believe that this is simply a 
passing fad; for we think it is really evi- 
'ilence that the spirit of Christianity is 
making itself felt in a new direction. 
Christ himself likened the Kingdom of 
Heaven to a little leaven that leaveneth 
(he whole lump, and so we are glad to 
be able to think that this fresh and 
broadening interest in hospital work is a 
jiroof that the leaven of the Kingdom it, 
snaking itself felt among those who are 
.-apparently the furthest removed from the 
.necessity of public assistance in hours 
■of sickness and suffering. 

If there i.s any work, -which "blesseth 
'liim who gives and him who takes," it is 
that which provides a means whereby 
those who have to pass through the deep 
waters of physical suffering can ho buoy- 
ed up with all the appliances that modern 
science, sympathetic watchfulness and 
rhe absence of present anxiety ran afford, 
tlf we were. asked to mention the charac- 
teristic feature of latter day Christian 
.civilization, we should name hospital 
work. Very happily the majority of us 
■know very little About it. It i« only those

Perhaps some readers will recall the 
first war r;ong of the Crimean War: 

What will they say in England, 

When the story there is told 
Of deeds of might on Alma's height 

Done by the brave and bold— 
Of Russia, proud at noon-tide, 

Humbled ere set of sun — 
They'll say 'twas like old England, 

They'll say 'twas nobly done. 

These almost forgotten lines come back 
to memory on reading the story of Paar- 
deberg, as told by the special correspon- 
dent of the London Times. We make no 
apology for printing this new version of 
the gallant deed of our boys on that day. 
It is a story that will never grow old. 
We are told that it was "the insistence 
of Canada" that induced Lord Roberts 
to assent to the attack which brought 
Cronje to his senses. We realize 
that it was the (ire of the Cana- 
dians that made the Boers feel that 
resistance was hopeless. And you want 
to get it into your mind that these brave 
fellows, who lay for hours on the veldt, 
pouring the terrible tire upon their en- 
trenched foe, were just every day fel- 
lows like the rest of us. We have thous- 
ands more that would have done the same 
thing. Most of them bad never shot at 
a man to kill and probably none of them 
had ever been shot at with the same in- 
tent. But then.' they lay in the darkness 
liring at the flushes' of the rifles of their 
hidden enemy and pouring in a storm of 
bullets with such precision that the Boers 
dare not raise their heads above the en- 
trenchments. But we will let the Times 
correspondent tell his own story: 

The events of the early morning of the 
27th can best be told from outside, 

Brigadier-General MacDonald sent 
from his bed a note to Lord Roberts re 
minding him that Tuesday was the an- 
niversary of that disaster which, we all 
remembered, he hail by example, order, 
and threat himself done his best to avert, 
even while the panic had been at its 
height; Sir Ht-nry Colvile submitted a 
suggested attack backed by the same 
unanswerable plea. For a moment Lord 
Roberts demurred to the plan; it seem- 
ed likely to cost too heavily, but the in- 
sistence of Canada broke down his re- 
luctance, and the men of the oldest col- 
ony were sent out in the small hours of 
Tuesday morning to redeem the blot on 
the name of the mother-country. 

From the existing trench, some 700 
yards long, on the northern bank held 
jointly by the Gordons and the Cana- 
dians, the latter were ordered to advance 
in two lines— each, of course, in extend 
ed order— 30 yards apart, the first with 
bayonets fixed, the second rein forced by 
50 Royal Engineers under Colonel Kin- 
eaid and Capt. Boileait. In the dead sil- 
ence and covered by a darkness only 
faintly illuminated by the merest rim 
of the dying moon, "with the old moon 
in her lap," the three companies of Can- 
adians moved on over the bush-strewn 
ground. For over -100 yards the noise- 
less advance continued, and when with- 
in SO yards of the Boer trench the tramp- 
ling of the scrub betrayed the movement. 
Instantly the outer trench of the Boers 
burst into lire, which was kept up al- 
most without intermission from live min- 
utes to .'! o'clock to ten minutes past the 
hour. Under this lire the courage and 
discipline of the Canadians proved them- 
selves. Flinging themselves on the 
ground they kept up an incessant fire on 
the trenches, guided only by the Hashes 
of their enemy's rifles, and the Boers 
c.dmit that they quickly reduced them to 
the necessity of lining their rifles over 
their bends to the edge of the earthwork 
and pulling their triggers at random. Be- 
hind this line the Engineers did magnifi- 
cent work; careless of danger the 
trench was dug from the inner edge of 
the bank to the crest, and then for 50 or 
00 yards out through the scrub. The 
Canadians retired three vnrds to this 
protection and waited for' dawn, confi- 
dent in their new position, which had en- 
tered the protected angle of the Boer 
position, and commanded alike the rifle 
pits of the bnuks and the trefoil-shaped 
embrasures on the north. 

Cronje saw that matters were indeed 
desperate. Many Boers threw up their 
hands and dashed unarmed across the 
intervening space; others waved white 
flags and exposed themselves carelessly 
on their entrenchments, but not a shot 
was fired. Colonel Otter and Colonel 
Kmcnid held a hasty consultation, which 
was- disturbed by the sight of Sir Huurv 
Colvile. General of the Xinth Division, 
quietly riding down within 500 yards of 
the northern Boer trenches to blirtg the 
news that even while the last few. shots 
were being fired a horsemnn was hurry- 
ing in with a white flag and Cronje's un- 
conditional surrender, to take effect at 
sunrise.

With full military and naval honors, 
and escorted by sorrowing brother olll- 
eers, comrades and a large number of 
civilians, the body of the unfortunate of- 
ficer, Lieut. Reginald Davie Scott, of 
II. M.S. Pheasant, who lost his life 
through a misadventure in the naval 
yard on Saturday evening, the Tth Inst., 
was interred in the pretty little ceme- 
tery to the north of Esquimau harbor 
yesterday nfternoon. 

It was a sad gathering which collect- 
ed at the naval hospital at 2 p.m.

But 2-1 years of age. the favorite of 
every one, on the first rung of the ladder 
of success, with a career before him 
which would no doubt have reflected 
great credit on himself and the branch 
of Her Majesty's. service to which he be- 
longed,- it seemed a cruel whim of fate 
that the young life should be cut off in 
the sudden aud peculiarly distressful 
manner which characterized his end. 

The funeral cortege, under charge of 
Lieut. Boydes. of II. M.S. Arethusa, left 
the little naval hospital at 2 p.m. and 
to the doleful strains of "The Dead 
March" wended Us slow way towards 
the cemetery. First came the band of 
the Fifth Kegimettt, then an escort of 
10(1 bluejackets,, constituting the firing 
party; the gun carriage on which rested 
the coffin, covered with the Union .lack 
and bearing the dead. officer's cocked hat 
and sword and one large floral wreath, 
from his parents.. On either side of the 
bier were the pall-bo'iivrs. Engineer Cur- 
ler Dr. Starr, Lieut. Aa.tiuthnot r Lieut. 
Hughes', Mr. Long and Lieut. Scarlet. 
Next came the chiof mourners: Com- 
mander Smith of the Pheasant, Captrfin 
Fagin of the Leander,. Col- Grant, K.L., 
and Lieut. Boydes. Behind these were 
representatives of the army, a company 
of marines, a squad of bluejackets, of- 
ficers from all the ships, and civiliuus, 
the city being well represented iu the 
large attendance of the latter. 

•Vrriving nt the grave services were 
conducted by Rev. C. Bcsor Sbtarpe, as- 
sisted by Rev. Mr. Lougridge of H-M.b. 
Arethusa and Rev. Mr. Bourne oC HALS. 
Leander. The body committed, to mother 
earth, the 100 bluejackets, wn» made 
up the firing party, tired three volleys, 
the hills re-echoing at the sound!, raws 
the commodore's salute was. giwefir— the 
bugle-call. "The rest is silence." 

The funeral was one of the most lairge- 
iv attended which ever took place at 
Esquimult. At least 200 civilians were 
present, and there were 500 or more men 
from the fleet, besides all the available 
men from Work Point Barracks and 
Col. Gregory and staff of tlln Fifth Regi- 
ment. There was an abundance of. beau- 
tiful lloral offerings. 

It is not improbable that a monument 
will be almost immediately raised over 
the grave by his brother officers,.

I would suggest to my lion, 
friend not to delay business, but to let 
this matter stand until a more opportune 
time. 

Mr. Prior.— I cannot agree with the 
right hon. gentleman. I think that this 
is a matter of the greatest urgency, and 
one that lias been put off now some two 
or three weeks. The papers were order- 
ed by this House early in the session, 
and if it had not been for the dilatori- 
ness of the lion. Minister of Militia ami 
Defence, they would have been down 
long before this, and the debate would 
now have been over. The debate on 
the budget may go on a couple of weeks, 
and I think that this is a matter of the 
greatest moment, which should be pro- 
ceeded with at once. 

The correspondence proves to my 
mind, at all events, that politics enter 
very largely into the question of ap- 
pointments made by the lion. Minister of 
Militia and Defence, and that a high- 
handed act of injustice lias been done to 
a very efllcient and deserving officer of 
the militia force of Canada. I think I 
shall be able to prove to the satisfaction 
or nil right-thinking men that a heavy 
blow has been struck at the very foun- 
dation of our militia system, nnd I feel 
that unless some assurance is given by 
the Minister of Militia and Defence, or 
the Prime Minister, that a system dif- 
ferent from the one now prevailing, or 
which seems to prevail, in the Militia 
Department, will be followed in the fu- 
ture witli regard to the appointment of 
officers, in u very short time it will be 
almost impossible to get any independ- 
ent, self-respecting man to take a com- 
mission in the militia. I trust that 
honorable members on both sides will 
give u patient hearing to what I have 
to say to-day— a better hearing than the 
militia matters usually get in this 
House — but, as the correspondence is 
pretty long, I will get through it as 
quickly us I can. 

Before reading the correspondence 
perhaps I had better explain that the 
staff course was started by the Minister 
or Militia nnd Defence nt toe Royal 
Military College at Kingston, for the 
purpose of training certain ollicers to fit 
them for staff appointments. This wns 
an idea welcomed heartily by every 
member of our militia force, nnd I may 
say that General Hutton wns the very 
Iirst ofllcer who had ever seen lit to try 
nnd educate our militia up to a higher 
standard than has been the case in the 
past. On the Kith January of this year 
Major-General Hutton wrote to the 
Deputy Minister of Militia nnd Defence, 
as follows: 

The names of the following officers 
whom 1 propose to send to the ltoy.nl 
Military College for. a four months' 
course of training in staff duties are 
submitted for the information of the 
Hon. Minister of Militia and De- 
fence: 

Lieut.-Col. MacLenn. 13th Battalion.

Lieut.-Col. Allan Jones, 8th Royal 
Rifles. 

Lieut.-Col. White, .'!0th Battalion.

Major Mutton. Q. O. R.

(Sgd.) E. T. II. HUTTON. Maj.-Gen., 
Commanding Canadian Militia. 
On the original of that letter. I find that 
the names of Col. White. 30th Battalion, 
and Col. Vince. of the Brighton Engin- 
eers, are crossed out by tile Minister of 
Militia anil Defence, and the words: 'I 
do not approve of White and Vince,' were 
placed on that document, and signed 
'P. W. Borden, Minister of Militia and 
Defen ce.' 

That letter was referred to the general 
ofllcer commanding. The letter of Gen- 
eral Hutton was written on the Kith ( 
January, and the minister disapproved of 
those two names on the 2-lth January. 
Next comes a copy of a telegram receiv- 
ed by Col. White from the chief staff of- 
ficer: 

Ottawa. January HI. 1000. 

Lieut.-Col. White. Gulepb, Out.. 

Are you prepared to take staff course, 
commences first of February, lasts four 
months. 

CHIEF STAFF OFFICER. 
On the 17th, the day after. Col. White, 
being very proud of having been chosen 
to take part in a course of this kind, re- 
plied that ■ lie . would accept; nnd wrote 
asking wlmt the duties would be. what 
loilgings he would have, what uniform he 
would wear, etc. He immediately began 
to make preparations to leave his busi- 
ness, because he is in business; and it is 
very hard for most men to get away from 
business for four months. On the 22nd 
January, a letter was written to him, 
signed by the chief staff ofllcer, as fol- 
lows: 

To Lieut.-Col. White, 

O. C. 30th Battalion, Guelph. 
'. .. Si 1- .— T, li.nve ,tho : hnnor, by direction 
of the Mnjor-Generni Commanding, to 
•notify, you that you have been selected 



to undergo a course of instruction in 
staff duties, under the direction of the 
Commandant of the Royal Military 
College, Kingston. 
You will be granted an allowance of 
$2.50 per diani whilst in attendance at 
the staff course, and transport expenses 
to and from Kingston. Tlit? Olllcer 
Commanding Military District No. 1 
bus been instructed to furnish you with 
a transport requisition. 

You will report yourself to the com- 
mandant lit the Royal Military College, 
Kingston, at 10 a.m. on the lit of Feb- 
ruary, proximo.

I may say that Col. White never naked 
for the appointment. He wns very much 
surprised when he got it, but the fact, of 
the matter was, that the General Officer 
Commanding, was fully aware of his 
qualifications for the position. The gen- 
eral had seen the reports, no doubt, in 
the militia department, tent in by the 
district olllcer commanding, and also had 
personally and critically examined the 
work done by Col. While in camp, and 
also in the manoeuvres that took place iti 
Toronto. It may he asked: Did the 
General Officer Commanding obtain the 
eudorsatiou of the Minister of Militia and 
Defence, before he notified Col. White, 
and the other gentleman that they wero 
to take part in this course? 1 may say 
at once that I do not believe he did; in 
fact, I know he did not. Nor do I be- 
lieve it was necessary for him to do so, 
although I believe the hon. Minister of 
Militia and Defence said that he expect- 
ed it. The General Olllcer. to my mind, 
and I think in the opinion of every olll- 
cer of the militia in this House, is the 
only competent man to say whether an 
olllcer is qualified for a high position like 
that or not. As a rule, the Minister of 
Militia and Defence, is not. although I 
will not say that of the present Minister 
of Militia and Defence, because he has 
served many years in the force. Ordin- 
arily, however, the Minister of Militia 
and Defence is not qualified to say 
whether an olllcer is lit for a certain posi- 
tion or not from his military knowledge. 
While saying this, I am fully in accord 
with what the right hon. the First Minis- 
ter said the other day, in answer to a 
matter I brought up, concerning General 
Hutton, that the Minister of Militia and 
Defence must undoubtedly he the head 
of the department, and that the General 
Uill.er Commanding must, consider him- 
self under tile minister's orders. But, I 
do consider also, that the General Officer 
Commanding should be allowed to pick 
and choose the best men he can for any 
position he wants to (ill. I do not think 
there is any more reason why the Minis- 
ter of Militia nnd Defence should inter- 
fere in cases of discipline or in the choice 
of men for such positions, than there is 
Tor a colonel to interfere when a captain 
wants to appoint u sergeant to undergo 
a course, or take charge of a squad. The 
next tiling that Col. White knew, he re- 
ceived a telegram, dated the 20th of Jan- 
uary, from Ottawa:

occasion, Co!. White says, when he can 
remember having spoken was at the Fat 
Stock Show banquet in Guelph, on the 
7th of September.

And I think that hon. gentlemen ou 
this side, at any rate, will agree with me 
in saying that if Col. White had given 
half a chance in that direction, the re- 
porter would have made the point and it 
would have been in the paper. The re- 
porter does not mention politics, but says 
Col. White drew attention to the unsatis- 
factory manner in which the French 
press was talking about the Transvaal 
war.

navy, h ' i perfect right to do that. 
That is the - y thing ho remembers say- 
ing. He said nothing about the Miuister 
of Militia or the government or about 
politics or about the government, but ho 
did draw attention to the wny the 
French press were talking about the 
Transvaal war. I do not know whether 
the influence of the Minister of Public 
Works (Mr. Turte) bus anything to do 
with this insult put upon Col. White, but 
it is an extraordinary thing that in the 
Patric of thte 2Sth of December, an ar- 
ticle came out containing this extract: 
Only a few days ago a local Tory, 
Col. White, at a dinner in Guelph, said 
in his speech that there was in Canada 
a people as disloyal as the Boers, and 
that very probably England would very 
, soon have to suppress the Flench cle- 
ment in Quebec. 

That is what the Patric said, and it 
looks to tue very suspicious, as if it had 
something to do with the action of the 
Minister of Militia and Defence in re- 
gard to this gentleman. Let me suy in 
the first place that the Patrie was astray 
altogether. Col. White never made use 
of such expressions at all. We can re- 
fer to dozens of men who were present 
at the time who will testify that he said 
nothing of the sort. In regard to his 
taking any offensive part in politics, I 
can only say that the hon. member for 
North Wellington (Mr. McMullen) wrote 
a letter to Col. White stating that lie con- 
sidered him a consistent and an honor- 
able Conservative; nnd 1 am told that 
that hon. gentleman feels rather sore 
about the wny in which Col. White lias 
been treated. Any one who knows the 
member for North Wellington, I think, 
will say that he would not try to screen 
Col. White if the latter had been talking 
treason against the government party. 
Now, Sir, the next letter I want to read 
to the house is one that Col. White sent 
in reply: 

Sir,— I am in receipt of your letter 
or the 20th instant, replying to mine 
of the 27lh instant, in which you 
state that the reason' uiy name has. 
been removed from the list of ollicers 
selected for a staff course is in con- 
sequence of its having been repre- 
sented that 1 have recently taken a 
prominent part in politics. 

I deeply regret that such represen- 
tations should have been so decisive- 
ly acted upon without an opportunity 
being afforded to me, either directly 
or indirectly, of answering them. I 
conscientiously believe that I am 
blameless of any such charge, for 
while I am free to admit that 1 am a 
Conservative, and have given that 
party my support, I have not for some 
years taken any public part in elec- 
tions, and I have never spoken politi- 
cally at any public meeting or gather- 
ing. 

1 shall be greatly obliged if you 
put me in possession of the particu- 
lars of such representations, and the 
names of those making them, and I 
trust that in only fairness to me and 
to the selection of my name for the 
staff course you will do so.

Why, Mr. Speaker, that gentleman is an 
Imperial officer, lie is thoroughly inde- 
pendent, and so is Col. Foster. They 
can both go back to England, one of 
them has gone back already. Neither of 
them are beholden to the minister for 
their salaries or otherwise; and I refuse 
to believe that General Hutton would 
have taken upon himself this responsi- 
bility unless he had authority for it. 
One of the greatest sources of strength 
to the Empire in ruling anil controlling 
the troops, both white and native, in con- 
quered countries, and the people they 
have to deal with, is that a British of- 
ficer's word is to be implicitly relied up- 
on. That is one of the greatest sources 
of strength of the British Empire. Will 
any hon. gentleman say that General 
Hutton, a man who has been honored in 
the highest degree by Her Majesty, 
by being made an A.D.O. to Her Majesty, 
would ever be guilty of such an unuttcr- 
ablo meanness as that, for reasons of 
personal upite, he would write such a 
letter as that unless lie was authorized 
by the Minister of Militia and Defence'.' 
Not only so, Sir, but that gentleman has 
left the country, and it is impossible to 
walk across to the department and ask 
him what were the facts of the case. We 
.an only go upon our knowledge of what 
he, as an Imperial officer, would probably 
do. He is not here now. But I must say 
this, that at the time he wrote those let- 
< he did not know that he would not 
be here at the present time, he hail no 
idea that he was going to leave Canada. 
Now, that letter also shows, Mr. Speak- 
a moat extraordinary state of affairs. 
It says that Col. White has taken part in 
politics on behalf of the opposition. The 
inly conclusion we can come to is that 
if iie had taken part in politics on be- 
half of the government, not a word would 
have been said; but as he happened to 
be a Conservative, and they think he 
took part for the opposition, of course he 
must he bounced. I would ask whether 
it is right that militia ollicers should be 
brow-beaten and coerced in supporting 
either party, I do not care which parly 
it is that is in power, unless they wish to 
be treated as Col. White and others have 
been treated. I think it is a monstrous 
idea that militia officers should be in- 
terfered with at all. unless they are in 
uniform. The first thing we know, there 
will be a reign of terror inaugurated in 
the militia force such as now reigns in 
the civil service, where half the men in 
(he civil service are afraid to go out of 
doors to register their votes at an elec- 
tion for fear it will be believed that they 
are voting against the party in power. 
It is evidently a case of the wire-puller 
versus efficiency. Now, here is another 
letter from the Major-General Command- 
ing the Militia to the Deputy Minister 
of Militia and Defence, dated 2nd of 
February, 1000: 

With reference to your minute of 
the 31st ultimo, and to the nomina- 
tion by me of Capt. E. E. F. Taylor,

Sir,— Having been selected by the 
AInjor-Oonern! Commanding to take 
stall' course in the Royal Military Col- 
lege, Kingston, which selection was 
approved by you anil published in 
Militia Orders, 1 cannot understand 
why you should have removed my 
name for the reasons stated, viz., that 
it had been represented that I had of 
late taken some active part in politics 
on behalf of the opposition. 1 most 
emphatically deny the charge, anil 
from what has been intimated to me 
hero I believe the respectable Reform- 
ers here will also repudiate the charge 
and demand my reinstatement, but I 
do not consider that I have any right 
to put myself under an obligation to 
them in my demand for justice. Ad- 
mitting that I have taken an active 
part in politics, I deny the right of 
any government to muzzle and control 
the political opinions of our citizen sol- 
diers. When on duty and in uniform 
I submit that polities are debarred, 
and anyone so transgressing imme- 
diately comes under the Queen's 
Regulations, Orders, and Militia Act. 
If this is establishing a precedent — 
then a very large majority of our offi- 
cers will be wiped out, and I am free 
to say that a very large proportion be- 
fore being restrained in their rights as 
citizens would resign. 

1 have no object in making political 
capital out of this. All I want is jus- 
tice and to he reinstated in the course 
at once. I have only told two or three 
of my personal friends of the particu- 
lars, two being prominent Reformers. 
They are very indignant and would 
have taken action at once, but I told 
them in the meantime I was writing 
you. I cannot think that you, sir, 
knowing me and having the interests 
of the militia of this country tit heart, 
as I believe you have, have dune this 
except on gross misrepresentation 
being made, and undue influence.

AVhite says, and I am sure that every 
honorable gentleman will agree with 
him when lie says that no government 
has the right to muzzle the militiamen 
in the expression of their opinions. The 
next letter is dated the Ord of February, 
and it is from the Deputy Minister of 
Militia and Defence to the Major- 
General Commanding the Militia: 

Ottawa, Feb. 3, 1000. 

The Major-General Commanding the 
Militia: 

I tim instructed by the lion, the Min- 
ister of Militia and Defence to call 
your attention to the fact that in an 
official communication written by Col. 
Foster, under your instructions to 
Lieut.-Col. White, that gentleman was 
informed that the Minister's reason 
for striking his name from the list of 
those recommended for the stnff 
course at the Royal Military College 
was that he had of late taken some 
active part in politics on behalf of the 
opposition. 
1 want the lion, gentleman (Mr. Borden, 
King's) to listen to the latter part of 
this letter: 

> I am further instructed to inform 
you that the reason assigned in this 
letter for the minister's action is en- 
tirely erroneous and misleading, and 
as the Minister understands that Col. 
Foster reported to you what actually 



did take place when the Minister 
struck off Lieut.-Col. White's name, 
he cannot understand why you should 
have attributed to him the reason you 
assigned. The Minister then told Col. 
Foster that he- struck off Lieut.-Col. 
White's name because he was obvious- 
ly unlit for such an appointment, hav- 
ing only recently been retired from the 
lieutenant-colonelcy of the 30th Bat- 
talion mi account of his length of ser- 
vice, being too old and maimed. 

The Minister fails to understand 
why you should suppress his real rea- 
sons for the action ho took, and sub- 
stitute for them a different and incor- 
rect one. lie instructs me to express 
his wish that the letter written under 
your instructions should be withdrawn 
and one written to Col. White inform- 
ing him of the true reason for the 
Minister's action.

The lion, the Minister of Militia and 
Defence considered that the course 
should he restricted to younger men, 
and in consequence ordered the re- 
moval of your name.

The next let- 
ter is from the him. Minister of Militia 
to Col. White. It is dated the 7th of 
February, 1000, and is as follows: 

Sir.— I am in receipt of your letter 
of the 3rd instant, and hasten to cor- 
rect two or three mis-statements— un- 
intentional, I am sure— contained 
therein. I did not approve of the list 
which was published. 

That is correct; the lion, minister did 
not. 

It was never submitted to me, the 
General Oilicer Commanding being 
under the impression, as he says, that 
it was unnecessary to do so. Second- 
ly, I did not object to your name being 
on the list because of your politics. 
The reasons which I gave were, first, 
that you were no longer in active com- 
mand, owing to your having served 
beyond the time limit.

No, certainly not. 

Mr. Prior— Let us analyze this letter 
of the 7th of February a little bit. The 
lion, minister says that he did not ap- 
prove of the list. I agree that lie did 
not approve of it. The next thing he 
says is:

Mr. Prior. That Is what you say, hut I 
have Colonel White's own handwriting for 

.Mr. Foster. The minister knows. 
Mr. Prior. If he does, I have nothing 
more to say about It. Colonel White may 
have been born in IS 15, but, anyway, he

the Canada Militia Gazette, which gives an 
account of Colonel White, and which says:

In command of the regiment is, I am in- 
formed, only two years younger tlinn Col- 
onel White. 

An Hon. Member. He Is nothing like as 
strong physically. 
Mr. Foster. Is he a liberal?

Some hon members. Oh. 
Mr. Prior. He Is a good supporter of 
the present government, whether that lias 
anything to do with It or not.

Mark yon, the minister docs not say that 
was the only reason, bat he says I tint was 
the chief reason. Now, that opens a world 
of doubt to my mind, and I think It will to 
a good many other gentlemen, as to what 
the real reason was. The last letter I 
have to read, Is a copy of one from Colonel 
White, sent to the Minister of MlUtta and 
Defence, us follows: 

Guelph. February 0, 1000. 
To the Honourable 

The Minister of Militia, 
Ottawa. 

Sir-In reply to your letter to nie of 
the 7th Instant, 1 regret that I cannot 
agree with you In your view or In your 
statement of facts. It Is strange that 
at this late date reasons are now given 
for the removal of my name so much at 
variance with those formerly given to 
me. Of your reasons, I shall only say 
of the first, that at the time of the re- 
moval of my name I was In active com- 
mand; of the second, that several years 
yet lie before I attain the age limit; and 
of the third, that the so-called physical 
disability mentioned by you existed 
many years prior 10 my command of 
the battalion, and It is strange that 
such should now be a bar to a position 
of which Hie duties could in no measure 
exact of that particular member. 
The matter Is not In any way cleared up 
to my satisfaction, and I still demand 
Justice and satisfaction.

This was not brought down. That Is all 
the correspondence, Mr. Speaker, that I 
could get, either from the Minister of Mili- 
tia or from Colonel White. There Is one 
thing certain to my Ililuil, that the reasons 
given were not the only reasons. We can 
only surmise what the real reasons were; 
but I think you will see from the corres- 
pondence that the General Officer com- 
manding was away, so that tile Minister of 
M lilt l:i could not have spoken lo him. Hut 
did not the Ministers! Militia speak to the 
chief staff officer? I think you will find 
in the letter I read some lime ago that he 
says himself that lie bad spoken to 
Col. Foster. If he did did he not give 
any reasons besides the one he gave to 
Colonel White'.' Did lie only say that II 
was because of age or because of lameness 
that Colonel White w.jis retired? I ennnot 
believe that for one moment. I believe he 
must have said something to Col. Foster— 
An hon. member. About politics? 
Mr. Prior. Yes, about politics; and I 
think I can challenge the hon. minister to 
get up and state that he never said to the 
chief stall' officer that Col. White bad been 
taking part In politics and was therefore 
not fit. 1 must accept the minister's state- 
ment, I suppose, but I challenge him to get 
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Well, sir, we heard 11 good deal last session 
about the large contracts which had been 
given In the militia department without 
tenders being called for; and any hon. gen- 
tleman who locks at the Auditor General's 
report this year you will llnil flint thousands 
and thousands of dollars have been given 
without tenders to friends of the party la 
power by that department. It reminds 
me of a story which Gen. Roberts used to 
tell about an Afghan who was once cap- 
tured outside the camp, and who was In 
such a dirty state that the General thought 
It necessary for the safety of the camp 
that be should be washed before he was 
brought In; nnd two Tommies were told 
off to take him In hand and clean him 
They stripped him and applied a good deal 
of soap and water to him with bard 
brushes. After working away for a couple 
of hours, they went to their captain. 
"Well," said the captain. "what Is It, 
men?" They said, "We have worked on 
that Afghan chap till our arirfs ached, but 
after scrubbing all that time, we came 
upon another suit of clothes." I think that 
applies to the Minister of Militia. We 
found out n good deal last session, but I 
think we have come upon another suit of 
clothes this session. 

I wish to refer to another matter, that Is, 
a statement made to several parties by a 
gentleman holding a high position— in fact, 
a member of the government— that the 
General Officer Commanding had politics 
inserted for the express purpose of putting 
the minister of the government in a hole, 
nnd Unit he did lt maliciously. I must say 
that is a dastardly attempt to blacken the 
character of an absent man. No gentleman 
had a right lo make such a statement, 
which I can only characterize as contempti- 
ble and utterly unworthy of a man holding 
the position that hon. gentleman does. 

Tbiit is all I have to say about this cor- 
respondence; but I would say this: If the 
Minister of Militia, as these letters seem to 
prove, has been hasty and ill-advised In bis 
net loo. let li 1 111 stand up like a man nnd 
acknowledge the corn. Let him say at once 
that he has done' wno.g, but will never do 
It any more. Let me remind him of the old 
proverb, that there Is more Joy over one 
sinner that rcpenteth than over nlnety- 
nlue Just persons who need no repentance. 
I for one, and I am sure every other hon. 
member of this house, will be very ghid In- 
deed to hear the truth of this mutter, nnd I 
hope Hint although the lion, minister bus 
made u mist uke, It will be 11 lesson to him 
for the future. 1 can only say that unless 
some explanation Is given, all confidence 
In the militia department will be lost and 
demoralization will set In amongst the 
mlllt la force of Canada. There ils not n 
man In this country who is not a better 
citizen and a better man all round for 
Joining the militia, be he either young or 
old, but lt must not be expected that be- 
cause a man dons Her Majesty's uniform 
and puts himself under the orders of his 
superior officer and the minister of militia 
he Is to relinquish all right to take part 
In politics or express his political views. 
Why, Mr. Speaker, every drone, every 
loafer, I might say, In Canada enjoys flint 
right. How much more willingly then 
should It be granted to men who give so 
much of their time and money to fit them- 
selves to uphold the honor of this country 
when the occasion offers. In what posi- 
tion would I he, In what position would any 
member of this house, who Is In the militia, 
be If the hon. minister's dictum were to 
prevail. How about the hon member for 
Victoria, N.S. (Mr. Iiethuuo); how about 
our well known friend from King's, N.B. 
1 Mr. Domvllle), and our hon. friend from 
South Slncoe (Mr. Tyrwhltt), nnd our es- 
teemed friend from London (Mr. Bent tie)? 
Wbal would become of the biggest man in 
the lot, the hon. member for Glengarry 
i.Mr. McLennan), If we were supposed to sit 
quietly and never say a word about poll- 
tics Just because we happen to be In the 
militia force? Let me say that our brave 
men who have gone to South Africa, and 
those who volunteered to go and nre ready 
to leave when called upon, have done more 
to raise Canada to the proud position she 
now holds In the eyes of the world than 
all the wire-pulling politicians In this coun- 
try. I would therefore appeal to the hon. 
Minister of Militia to give us the assurance 
that In the future merit and efficiency will 
be the only stepping stones lo promotion 
In 1 he force, and that the voice of the wire- 
puller and partisan politician will no more 
be heard within the walls of this parliament. 
1 would appeal to hon. gentlemen on both 
sides to try and abstain from Interfering 
In 111 1 II till matters, If they have to work 
politics Into some department, let them 
go to some other than the militia depart- 
ment. Then, nnd not until then, shall we 
have a militia as It should be anil as every 
militiaman wishes it to be. n pride to Can- 
ada and everybody connected with It. I 
beg to move the adjournment of the house.

The conversation drifted to cotton 
drill, and the regimental oilicer made the 
remark Unit the first Manchester man 
who succeeded in producing an absolute- 
ly fast khaki dye would make his for- 
tune. The remark made a deep impres- 
sion upon the traveller, who, upon re- 
turning home set to work to study the 
reason why the olive and hrown dyes 
hitherto used always washed out after 
a few applications of soda. He put him- 
self into communication with a skillful 
dyer, and the two expertri set themselves 
to the task of discovering a method of 
fixing these dyes upon cotton yarns or 
fabrics. Many experiments were made, 
and at length an effective dye was ob- 
tained, hut, unhappily, it yielded at once 
to the soap and soda teat. Instead of 
giving up in despair, the two inventors 
pursued their researches, and one day 
the dyer produced a piece of fabric which 
upon being tested was found to retain 
its color under the severe application of 
a caustic alkali. He was requested to 
try again, and again he failed. Then the 
two colleagues put their heads together, 
and went over the conditions again very 
carefully, and they at length observed 
that, whether accidentally or not. the 



cloth in which the dye was fn.st had been 
dipped in a dish" made of a certain metal, 
whereas nil the unsuccessful experiments 
had been made with a dish of another 
metal. The invention was assured from 
that day. and fortune was 1 the result.— 
London Daily News;

Navigation on Ihe Yukon Will 
Commence Earlier Than 
Usual. 



High Water Is Seriously Retard- 
ing Klondike Mining 
Operations, 



Letters to The Editor 



Arrivals from the North by the 
steiiraer Amur yesterday report that 
very warm weather has been experi- 
enced in the' Yukon valley, and naviga- 
tion will commence at least three weeks 
earlier than usual. In fact the river is 
already open fifty miles below White 
Horse rapids, and truffle is at a stand- 
still between the sleighing and steam- 
boat season. 

E. S. Busby, Canadian customs agent, 
places the date of the opening of navi- 
gation at May 1, and Assistnnt Chief 
Engineer John Hislop says that if the 
weather which has prevailed the past 
week or two continues, the river should 
be open a month earlier than usual. 
With the view of more closely drawing 
conclusions in regard to the opening of 
the river, Mr. Busby obtained the fol- 
lowing telegraphic report from M. \\ . 
Crean, superintendent of the Dominion 
telegraph line: 

" The trail is in good condition be- 
tween Bennett and Cariboo. 

" The river is open from Marsh Lake 
to the Canyon. 

" From White Horse to the foot of 
Labarge the trail is good for light loads. 

" From Labarge to Five Fingers over 
the cut-off the trail is very bad. 

" From Selwyn to Dawson the trail is 
yet good." 

Corp. W. Delia Torre, of the North- 
west Mounted Police, who left Dawson 
March 25, brings word that the Fifty- 
Mile river is open in places, nnd the 
trail bare and soft in places. lie pre- 
dicts that those who left Bennett within 
the Inst eight or ten days with freight 
for Dawson will not get through, and 
he is of the opinion that the river may 
open a few dnys if not a whole week 
earlier than lust year, which he says 
was May 17. 

It is predicted by some that ninny who 
are between Bennett and Dawson with 
freight will have to abandon the trail 
tiip eventually and take boats or scows. 
Steamboat men are busy putting river 
and lake steamers in condition for the 
season. 

J. W. Atkinson, who arrived at Skag- 
way recently, thirteen days from Daw- 
son, says he believes the river will not 
open earlier than usunt. The Yukon 
river proper is solid, and he thinks there 
is no reason to believe it will break soon. 

E. B, Brighnm, who made the trip to 
Skagway in eleven days from Dawson, 
coming as far as Hootehikoo by bicycle 
which point he made in four days, re- 
ports it almost impossible for teams to 
get through. He says it is the common 
opinion near Dawson that the river will 
lie free at that point about May 12, 
He states that. .Tanne Lnmnre and party, 
who intend to make the trip to Dawson 
with auto-vehicles, were still at Bennett 
when he came through. 

John H. Bomholdt, another lntc nr 
rival from Dawson, says it has been 
observed that the temperature has 
grown colder all along the river durfn 
the increase in the moon, nnd that it 
would not be surprising should th 
weather now turn colder nnd the river 
become stiffer and remain so until th 
usual time of breaking. He says that 
in places it is really dangerous to travel 
the river, especially between Selkirk and 
Five Fingers. 

Water had begun to run freely in Do 
minion. Sulphur nnd Gold Run creeks 
March 2i>. John Bomholdt, who was 
there that day, reports that a sluice 
head of water was running on Dominion 
and almost as much was running on the 
other creeks. 

The snow, he reports, was also off the 
trails leading up the creeks from Daw 
sou, nnd freighting was becoming very 
difficult, the prices on freighting up the 
creeks consequently being higher. 

Bomholdt reports also that the retail 
price of meat in Dawson on March 28 — 
the day he left— had gone down to 15 to 
2(1 cents per pound. 

John Hislop, assistant chief engineer 
of the White Pass road, on his return 
from a trip to Cariboo said: 

" The river and the trail beyond 
Cariboo are getting very soft, thus mak- 
ing travel difficult. I left Cariboo this 
morning, nnd just before I got away the 
police stationed there received word 
from Major Wood that the river is now 
open 22 miles below Tagish. 

" Freighting is still being done by the 
Red Line, but owing to the uncertain 
road and the fact that freight lias to 
he hauled a part of the way in sleds and 
part in wagons, there is no longer any 
fixed tariff. It is not possible to tell 
how much handling or attention any one 
consignment may have to be given, so a 
special charge lias to be made on every 
lot. 

" The railroad company is putting all 
the men to work on the Bennett division 
that it can get. Everything there is in 
favorable condition for the work. 

" The work of trncklaying beyond 
Cariboo will begin in live dnys. Ties 
and rails are on the spot. We will u 
1(10,000 ties between Cariboo and Clos 
leigh. Of thi s number Otto Partridge's 
mill at Mill Haven has supplied 20,000.' 

Late Dawson papers say the prevail- 
ing warm weather has seriously affected 
the mining situation. Travelling is not 
only difficult and in places impossible on 
account of water, but many shafts 
have become flooded, compelling a cessa- 
tion of work. Whore steam thawers 
and pumps are used the drifts can be 
kept reasonably clear, hut with wood 
fires very little progress can be made, 
as the flooding water prevents thawing, 
and a gas is generated that makes it 
Impossible to work. Exposure to the 
gas for even a few minutes will cause a 
temporary blindness that is excessively 
painful, nnd ever since soft weather set 
in many miners have become affected 
with it. 

On Dominion nnd Hunker creeks 
water is pouring like a mill race, travel- 
lers having to wnde through it for 
miles at a stretch. The tributary 
gulches are rapidly breaking up, and 
another week of this weather will de- 
stroy the trails. As u result miners 
and roadhouse men are getting their 
summer's supply out on the creeks ns 
rapidly as possible, to escape' excessive 
rates for packing that prevaii after the 
winter routes are destroyed, conse- 
quently the . merchants of Dawson are 
enjoying a lively trade. 



A REJUVENATED PALESTINE.

What would be the re- 
sult If the accumulated knowledge of the 
West should be brought buck to Palestine, 
there to work again ns a leaven, hut upon 
a new life, starting with different Ideas? 
What great revolution for mankind tins this 
movement still In store? Lying at the very 
point where these continents meet, no one 
can conjecture what a rejuvenated Pales- 
tine could do toward the revival of the 
East, its commerce and its civilization. 

The ball has been set rolling; nothing 
will ever stop It. It mny be checked for 
a while, but the history of Zionism during 
last fifty years has shown unmlstaka- 
that It Is a forward movement, begin- 
ning In the form of a charitable work for 
Palestinian Jews, It soon expanded Into the 
colonization of Palestine with Jews from 
ither countries; and it now seems to be be- 
coming the aim of the Whole race of Israel 
to found a permanent home In Palestine. 
Started by a few philanthropists of a small 
section of the globe, It has now become a 
great national movement, resting firmly up- 
on the masses, it will henceforth be an 
abiding factor In Ihe destinies of Judaism; 
and it Is sure to lead to one of the grand- 
est episodes In tile evolution of mankind.

A PROVINCIAL COXSEP.VATIVE. 



Inspector Strickland of the Northwest 
Mounted Police arrived from the North 
on the steamer Amur yesterday and left 
this morning for Vancouver to commence 
recruiting for the extru fifty men for 
Stratticona'a Horse, whom he is to com- 
mand. He first heard of his appointment 
at Union and received official notification 
upon arrival here. The Inspector corro- 
borates the report that the men working 
ou the Clayson cose have found what 
they believe to certainly be the spot 
where the missing men were murdered. 
He went to Tagish only a few days ago, 
and was there but a short time, but he 
learned that the men working on the 
mystery feci that from indications on the 
little local trail, and the bullet marks in 
the nearby trees, they have located 
the spot of the last fight of the missing 
men. The Inspector doubts if tin; bodies 
of the men will ever be found. He 
thinks perhaps they were thrown in the 
liver and carried away by the current. 

Corporal W. Delia Torre, who arrived 
at Skagway, fourteen days from Dawson, 
I'll route to England, brings word corro- 
borative of the views given by Inspec- 
tor Strickland, ami suys that the place 
of the i raged} is infhe woods a short 
distance from where O'Brien's tent stood, 
u few miles, .south of Minto, 

It is held by some that the victims 
were marched from the trail by O'Brien 
unil his companion nt the point of the 
guns, and that when the little party had 
gotten some distance into the woods, the 
murderers shot the unfortunate travel- 
lers. It its also held that O'Brien's part- 
ner was shot in the light that, ensued, 
and that O'Brien, rather than have a 
wounded partner killed him. 

Corporal Delia Torre had a talk with 
men working on the case at Minto, and 
learned that it is now felt beyond a 
doubt the place of the final struggle has 
been located. He says: 

"Bullet marks have been found in the 
trees, and several siuull particlen from 
clothing nave been found in the vicinity 
of the tragedy. Blood stains have been 
located on the trail leading from the 
river to O'Brien's cabin, which is in a 
thickly wooded place. McGuiro thinks 
probably the murderers decoyed their vic- 
tims from the trail by asking them to 
give them aid in helping a partner who 
was caught by a falling tree while cut- 
ting wood. 

"At the foot of the trail is a place in 
the ice in which the bodies may have 
been thrown, and members of the police 
force ure there with a boat ready to 
drag the river as soon as they can." 

J. W. Atkinson, on his way from Daw- 
son, gathered information nt Minto from 
Capt. Fussel, keeper of the road-house 
there, corroborative of the report of the 
finding of the place of the tragedy. He 
says that Capt. Fussel in much excited 
over the matter, especially so because 
some had spoken suspiciously of the cup- 
tain being connected with the case.
